The principal problem facing the 


company in 1955 is that of continu- 
ing heavy increases in the cost of 
gas which the company purchases 
in the field, Weyland reported to 
the board. ALG purchases 80 per 
cent of its 
gas requirements and 


produces 
approximately 20 per 


cent. 


"We have no alternative but to 


pass this increased cost alo'ng to the 
customer," Weyland said. "Gas pri- 
ces began their swift climb about 
1947," Weyland reported, "and un- 
til about 1952 the company was able 
to hold the line on rates because of 
increased revenues from additional 
customers. 


"However, the rising price of gas 


in 1953 and 1954 has more than ab- 
sorbed our 
additional 
revenues 


from new customers, and this will 
be true in 1955 to a greater extent 
unless the Company is granted fur- 
ther rate relief," Weyland said. 


Mr. Spencer has been president

Below the Philippines, and lying 


off the southeast coast of Asia, 
ere the big but scattered islands 
of Indoensia, where the Commu- 
nists have been seeking power, so 
far unsuccessfully. 


When the Japanese made war on 


this country, they struck south at 
the 
Philippines 
from 
Formosa, 


which they then held, and moved 
cr. down to Indonesia. 


Formosa is about 220 miles from 


the Philippines, about 350 from 
Okinawa, and about 700 from Jap- 
in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

Formosa is about 220 miles from 


the Philippines, about 350 from 
Okinawa, and about 700 from Jap- 
in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

"We have no alternative but to 


pass this increased cost alo'ng to the 
customer," Weyland said.

"However, the rising price of gas

Formosa is about 220 miles from 


the Philippines, about 350 from 
Okinawa, and about 700 from Jap- 
in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

company in 1955 is that of continu- 
ing heavy increases in the cost of 
gas which the company purchases 
in the field, Weyland reported to 
the board. ALG purchases 80 per 
cent of its

cent. 


"We have no alternative but to 


pass this increased cost alo'ng to the 
customer," Weyland said. "Gas pri- 
ces began their swift climb about 
1947," Weyland reported, "and un- 
til about 1952 the company was able 
to hold the line on rates because of 
increased revenues from additional 
customers. 


"However, the rising price of gas 


in 1953 and 1954 has more than ab- 
sorbed our

ther rate relief," Weyland said.

in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

The principal problem facing the 


company in 1955 is that of continu- 
ing heavy increases in the cost of 
gas which the company purchases 
in the field, Weyland reported to 
the board. ALG purchases 80 per 
cent of its 
gas requirements and 


produces 
approximately 20 per 


cent. 


"We have no alternative but to 


pass this increased cost alo'ng to the 
customer," Weyland said. "Gas pri- 
ces began their swift climb about 
1947," Weyland reported, "and un- 
til about 1952 the company was able 
to hold the line on rates because of 
increased revenues from additional 
customers. 


"However, the rising price of gas 


in 1953 and 1954 has more than ab- 
sorbed our 
additional 
revenues 


from new customers, and this will 
be true in 1955 to a greater extent 
unless the Company is granted fur- 
ther rate relief," Weyland said.

pines. This country has close ties 
with Japan, with Chiang Kai-shek's 
Nationalists on Formosa, and with 
the Philippines. 


Below the Philippines, and lying 


off the southeast coast of Asia, 
ere the big but scattered islands 
of Indoensia, where the Commu- 
nists have been seeking power, so 
far unsuccessfully. 


When the Japanese made war on 


this country, they struck south at 
the 
Philippines 
from 
Formosa, 


which they then held, and moved 
cr. down to Indonesia. 


Formosa is about 220 miles from 


the Philippines, about 350 from 
Okinawa, and about 700 from Jap- 
in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

The principal problem facing the 


company in 1955 is that of continu- 
ing heavy increases in the cost of 
gas which the company purchases 
in the field, Weyland reported to 
the board. ALG purchases 80 per 
cent of its 
gas requirements and 


produces 
approximately 20 per 


cent. 


"We have no alternative but to 


pass this increased cost alo'ng to the 
customer," Weyland said. "Gas pri- 
ces began their swift climb about 
1947," Weyland reported, "and un- 
til about 1952 the company was able 
to hold the line on rates because of 
increased revenues from additional 
customers. 


"However, the rising price of gas 


in 1953 and 1954 has more than ab- 
sorbed our 
additional 
revenues 


from new customers, and this will 
be true in 1955 to a greater extent 
unless the Company is granted fur- 
ther rate relief," Weyland said.

far unsuccessfully. 


When the Japanese made war on 


this country, they struck south at 
the 
Philippines 
from 
Formosa, 


which they then held, and moved 
cr. down to Indonesia. 


Formosa is about 220 miles from 


the Philippines, about 350 from 
Okinawa, and about 700 from Jap- 
in. If the Red Chinese got For- 
mosa, jet bombers would menace 
America's defenses and its allies 
r.rrth and south. 


The Reds might not have 
to 


m;:ke a military attack on 
the 


Philippines or 
on 
Japan. 
Their 


prestige in Asia would soar. The 
will of the Japanese and the Fili- 
pinos to resist Red Chinese pres- 
sure from within and without might 
weaken, if not at once, then later. 


The Communists in 
Indonesia 


would also be strengthened. Unless 
the United SU.tes carried through 
on its pledge to ' defend Formosa 
ag.'intt the Chinese Communists, 
it could hardly maintain in 
the 


eyes of Asians its present position 
of Western leadership. 


And if Japan, 
Formosa, 
the 


Philippines and Indoensia 
should 


fall to the Communists, this coun- 
try's defense line in the Pacific 
would be forced back to Hawai.

,t. Thompson's- idea is obvious—to

sent trend of population from rural 
areas toward the urban centers, 
and to maintain an arbitrary and 
unfair ratio of representation in the 
senate for tho rural areas. 


It is a wholly undemocratic and 


un-American proposal, of course.

build up our 
Seventh Senatorial

and cut 


down proportionately on the repre-
